BULLDOGS IN BATTLE. 


ABrutal Fight Between New York 
i aud Philadelphia. 
From the New York Suan, 14th. 


For four months adog fight has been the 
bject ofargument in New York, Philadel- 
phia, and, itissaid, half the cities of the 
couniry. ‘The dogs were at last let at each 
other, and one of the bloodiest brute contests 
that <ver took piace in this country occurred. 
Joe Bagicy’x white three-year-old bull 
cksy, bred in Philadelphia from imported 
like parents, bad been the hero of numer- 
ous fizbts, and at lasta party of New York 
pel set out to get a dog that wou'd kill him. 
ey got Padoy, ayellowand white buil of 
spotiess Jineage, direct from Mngiand. He is 
two and a half years old. ‘The bet was $590 a 
side, each dog to fall inthe scales at twenty- 
eight pounds. Paddy, tue New York dog. 
wastruaired down tu twenty-seven poun 
and 2 half, and Trichsy, the Philadelphia yel- 
Jow and white, when be was put down, only a 
quarter ofa pound more. Sports came from 
lopg distances to see the fight. The two or 
three hundred who wereinthbe secret rolled 
opt toward Ricgewood, L. I., yesterday morn- 
ing in coacbes. They were to meet at a ren- 
dezvous at 10 o’ clock, but the secret was not 
well distributed, and some of the sports went 
stray. At last, however, about three o’clock, 
ey all found their way to an old barn where 
apithad been constructed twelve by eight 
feet in dimensions, and the siding was three 
feet high. Each man paid $5 admission fee. 

Cockney Uharlie, wno was to handle New 
Yorh’s yellow cbampion, washed the Phila- 
delpbia dog to make sure tbere was no poison 
on him that migbt get into his own wo be 
mouth during the fight, and Joseph Bagley 
returned the delicate compliment by washing 
the New York dog. There wasa largetub. 
Padidy was so savage that before he would let 
Bagley ecrub him a handkerchief had tobe 
put around his jaws anda muzzle ontop of 
that. Tricksy submitted like a Quaker, with 
merely a knotted handkerchief to bind his 
jawstogether. The dogs were washed with 
not water, soft soap, and potash, and thea 
rinsed witb cold water andrubbed dry. Next 
the pit, where the washing occurred, was 
sponged drr, so that the dogs could get a 
good footing. Nv more water was spilled in 
it, but it did not Jong remain dry. 

At 51-4 the referee, a Vhiladelphia sport- 
ing man, gave the word.

The Ethics of Stage Names.

Many men and many women feel an 
cxbaustless curiosity in prying into the mi- 
nutest details of the private life of dramatic 
or operatic favorites. The aforesaid fa- 
vorites, beirg wiser in their 
generationthanthe children of light, have 
prudentiv been accustomed to circumvent 
the searchers aftertruth by the adoption of 
stage pames which are all the more genuine 
for being of home marufacture. Along with 
the name there is usually associated a minia- 
ture biography of so plausible a character as 
to deceive the very elect. The avowed use of 
astage nameamountsto a distinct notifica- 
tion tothe anxious inquirer that, for value 
received, a choice—Hobson’s choic3—is 
allowed between the acceptance of the au- 
thorized legend and blank agnosticism. 

This practice has the saction of time-hon- 
ored custom, and it would be useless to pro- 
test againstso barmless and reasonable a de- 
ceit. The line must, bowever, be drawn 
somewhere, and most people will agree that 
it may properly be drawn at the deliberateas- 
sertion that the stage pseudonym and ro- 
mance constitute real biography. It was gen- 
erally believed that the charming actress and 
beautiful woman known to both continents 
as Lilian Adelaide Neilson really bore that 
name in private life, but her premature 
death bas rudely torn the veil. The English 
papers have latejy disclosed that the story of 
her birth at Saragossa in 1850 is a myth, that 
her real name was Elizabeth Ann Brown, 
that she was born March 3, 1839,at St. Peter’s 
Square, Leeds; that her mother, a Gypsv wo- 
map, is still living; and that her introduction 
to public notice was first as a bar-maid, and 
next as a ballet-dancer on the boards ofa 
London theater. The world will not harshly 
condemn her for wishing to conceal her hum- 
ble origin, but the incident points a valuable 
moral to other members of the profession— 
namely: to consult plausibility in their stage 
myths, so that they may not be too ruthlessly 
shattered by unforeseen contingencies.

The result of 
this habit, which may almost be called acus- 
tom, is deplorable and socially injurious toa 
degree of which we in America have avery 
imperfect idea. The beer of Kogland is not 
like the light German beer which has come 
so much into vogue here of late years under 
the name of “isger,” and of which aman of 
any stability of brain and knee might drink 
enough to swim in without feeling any other 
¢ffect than that of unpleasant distention; it is 
heady, strongly narcotic, and spparentiy not 
exhilarating, but depressing. Drunk in large 
quantities, after a short period of excitement 
it dulls the brain and fills the drinker’s 
whole bulk with liquid stupefaction. He 
becomes not intoxicated, but  besot- 
ted. Notonly laboring men and men who 
ought to labor, but do not, give themselves 
up to this debasing habit of beer-drunkenness 
through two or three days of the week, but 
skilled artisans, men whose work is ofa kind 
and of an excellence whichis worthy of re- 
spect andadmiration. i was mere than once 
told of an artisan of this class, a man whose 
work was slwaysin demand at the highest 
ptice, and who could with ease have kept 
himself and his family in perfect comfort and 
have laid up money, that he would not work 
for any manor at any price more than four 
davs in the week. Blue Mondayis a recog- 
nized ‘‘institution’’ in England; and, as 
A have intimated, the blueness of it ex- 
tends not unfrequently into Tuesday, and 
this among the very best ,of the skilled 
artixans. One bookbinder told me that his 
two best men, ‘‘finishers” to whom he gave 
his finest work in perfect confidence that it 
would be done unexceptionably both in work- 
mapship and in style, never made “*time,’’ 
that is, never got really at work, ore Wed- 
nesday.

“Very little. The condition of these peo- 
ple seem hopeless; andthey are hopeless. All 
that we can do is to help them from 
time to time: and we find them always where 
we left them, ortf possible yet lower, more 
degraded, more wretched. And at the bottom 
of it allis drunkenness. The men are always 
more or less drunk, and the women are almost 
as bad. Thev earn a little money, and thev 
get drunk. Husband and wife get drunk to- 
gether: they quarrel: they. fight: and the 
children grow up with this before them. They 
are never really quite sober unless they are 
starving or ill. What can be done for such 
people? How can they or their condition be 
wade better’’’ The tears gushed from her 
eves as she spoke. I knew thatit wasso. My 
own observation, very small and of 
little worth as compared with hers, had 
yet shown me this. And I was struck 
with horror at the besotted tonaition 
of so many of the women—women who were 
bearing children every year,and suckling 
them, and who seémed tome little better 
than foul human stills through which the 
accursed liquor with which they soaked fil- 
tered drop by drop into the little drunkards 
at their breasts. To these children drunken- 
ness comes unconsciously, like their mother 
tongue. They cannot remember a time when 
it wasnewtotbem. They come out of the 
cloud-land of infancy with the impression 
that drunkenness is one of the normal condi- 
tions of man, like hunger or like sleep. Pun- 
ishment for mere drunkenness, unaccompa- 
nied by violence, must seem strange to them, 
one of the exactments which separate them 
from the superior classes, from whom come 
to them, as fromasort of Providence, both 
good and evil. 


An Keccentric Monarch.

The most eccentric European sovereign is 
King Ludwig Ll. of Bavaria. Last Wednes- 
day he celebrated, or rather there were cele- 
brated for him, his birthday and the seven 
hundredth anniversarv of his dynasty, the 
Wittelsbachian., The King did not show him- 
self in bis capital on that occasion. He caused 
a letter to be written thanking the people for 
their congratulations and asking them not to 
go to apy great expense on his account. When 
he was young he would dress in the general 
hunting costume of the country, appear 
among the dancers on the village green, make 
love to the village beauties and, after a day or 
two, disappear. Hehas several small cha- 
teaus among the mountains, from which such 
excursions were msde. He was eager to join 
the Imperial Confederation, knowing that it 
would relieve bim of most of his royal respon- 
sibility. Always a friend of artists and ac- 
tors and actresses, he began very early in bis 
reign to add to the galaxy of Munich beauties 
whose portraits adorn his palaces. No longer 
bored with military matters, the reception of 
embassadors and the signing of dispatches on 
foreign relations, he devoted himself entirely 
to art, and erected the *“‘Winter Garden,’’ 
which is tbe great mystery and wonder of 
Munich. His Opera-houseis the most per- 
fecily arranged in Germany, and when he yvis- 
its it he visits it alone; none of the public are 
admitted. One day he ordered **KKing Lear’’ 
to be played. The _ actixr pleas- 
ed him and he bestowé nu-

stage machinery, he said, was defective. There 
was thunder and lightning but no rain.

A MYSTERIOUS SKELETON. 


The Reigning Sensation in a Lon 
halen Village. ° 


From the New York Times. 


Coroner Davron, of Long Isiand City, 1s 
engaged in the investigation ofa case which 
appears to bea real mystery, and is likely to 
remain so until possibly some death-bed dis- 
closure divulges its secret. In the laboratory 
of Dr. Dennler, the Coroner’s medical assist- 
apt, on Jackson avenue, lie the skull, thigh- 
bone, and most of what was once—not more 
than two years ago—a magnificent specimen 
of physical manhood. When discovered ata 
lonely point on the Long Island shore, near 
Astoria, the brain was stiil partly intact in 
the cranial cavity, but in other respects the 
skeleton was completely denuded. A jet of 
water fell upon them with a drip as dismal as 
ij was constant, slowly dissolving away the 
green slime and - ooze with which the sea had 
coated therelics. The skullis that of an 
Anglo-Saxon head of the finest and most cul- 
tivated type. ‘‘There,’’ said Dr. Dennler, 
‘isthe cranium of aman of brains, energy 
and culture.’’ The angle ofthe jaw indicat- 
ed that the man was from forty to forty-five 
years of age when, without clothing or 
sbroud, he was inclosead in an oblong 
box of rough boards and ~oburied at 
low tide o Woolsey’s Point. He 
must bave been about six feet in 
stature, broad-shouldered, strong-limbed 
and of powerful muscular development, but 
the sea and the fishes have not left even atuft 
of bair upon the cranium to tell what com- 
plexion he was orto furnish a clue to. his 
identity. The teeth were all in the soundest 
possible condition, but two of the front ones 
in the lower jaw were gone when the skele- 
ton was placed in the Coroner’s hands. ‘They 
were evidently present when the body was 
buried, however, for their sockets are not 
shrunken 1n the least, as they would necessa- 
rily be if thetwoteeth had been extracted 
some time before death. 1Other teeth have 
fallen out since the skeleton was exhumed, 
and itis presumable that the two missing 
ones, With the remaining small bones, will 
be discovered by a thorough examination of 
the mud in the rude box in which the man 
was buried. 

The remains were discovered by two fisher- 
men—Thomas and James Cody, of Astoria— 
on Thursday, as they were cruising along the 
shore for the driftwood and flotsam that eve- 
ry storm washes uponthelow-l:ing banks of 
Long Island. It was low tide, and one end of 
the box projected slightly from the sand. The 
bank at Woolsey’s Point, a tongue of mead- 
ow land forming one of the confines of Bow- 
ery Bay, is about six feet high, and very difti- 
cult of access from the land, owing to a dense 
growth of underbrush. Ooe of the men 
thrust an oar into the exposed end, which 
yielded readily to the blow; and its withdraw- 
al brought forth the thigh bone of a human 
skeleton. Calling to their assistance a neigh- 
boring fisherman they investigated the con- 
tents of the box sufficiently toinfer that it 
contained the remains of a human being. 
They then reported the case to Officer Kee- 
gan, of the Long Island City police, 
who suggested that the Coroner 
wes the proper officer to take cognizance of 
the affair. Thesuggestion was acted upon, 
and Friday the Coroner accompanied the two 
fishermen to the spot. But the rising tide in- 
terfered with the work, and it was not until 
Saturday morning that Coroner Davron finally 
transferred the skeleton to his office. The 
box had been buryed about six feet beneath 
the bank, and covered with heavy stones 
before tilling the excavation with earth. 
Mcnth by month the sea gnaws away a little 
of Woolsey’s Point, and by this process the 
enc of the coflin was exposed to view. 

The Coroner’s jury viewed the remains and 
were then dismissed until Monday evening 
next, when the Coroner hopes to have some 
evidence bearing upon the case. Dr. Denn- 
ler has examined the remains cursorily, but 
not with sufficient care to pronounce an opin- 
ion. The suspicion is strong that a murder 
was committed, possibly on board some ship 
inthe harbor, possibly in New York City, 
and the body hidden inthis lonely spot. The 
cecfiin was evidently not the work of an under- 
taker. It was put together with common 
nails, and the fact that they were not badly 
rusted furnishes one of the clues that indi- 
cate that the burial took place not more than 
eighteen months ago. The bones are alsoin 
an excellent state of preservation, but so far 
as examined present no evidence that the man 
came to his ceath by violence. There is 
neither fracture nor perforationof the crani- 
umatany point. It isindisputable, however, 
that the body was placed in the coffin per- 
fectly naked, avd was thus buried, which is 
scarcely consistent with the theory that the 
man died a natural death on board some ves- 
se] and was thus interred to save trouble. 


Maj. Andre’s Portrait.

. As the cay for the centennial celebration of 
the capture of Maj. Andre at Tarrytown,Sep- 
tember 23, is approaching, it may not be an 
uninteresting fact that a portrait of Andre, 
painted by himself by the aid of a looking- 
glass during his brief imprisonment, may be 
found in Westchester county. It is in posses- 
sion of Clark Davis, a farmer and undertaker, 
of Upper New Rochelle. As far back as can 
be traced at vresent it came into the posses- 
sion of a Mr. Ball,then living at Bethany,New 
Haven county, Conn., whose father was a na- 
tive of New England. Young Mr. Ball is said 
to have obtained the picture in one of the 
Southern States and carried it to England, 
with what object itis not definively known, 
but it is supposed for the purpose of finding 
the relatives of Andre and presenting or sell- 
ing the picture to them. Howfar he was suc- 
cessful inthe object of his mission to Eng- 
land can only be surmised by the fact that he 
brought the picture back, and finally present- 
ed it to his father at his home in Bethany. 
Mr. Ball, St., prized it highly. Shortly be- 
fore bis death he gave the portrait to his 
daughter Statira, who became the wife of 
Truman Davis, of Naugatuck, Conn. Mr. 
Davis was » Welshman, and shared his wife’s 
interest inthe picture. Hegave it a con- 
spicuous place in one of the rooms of his 
dwelling. 

» Some time subsequently, after the death of 
Mrs. Davis, Mr. Davis married a widow, Mrs. 
Sophia Mallory, who objected to the painting, 
and had it put away in the garret. Clark 
Davis. on visiting his father on one occasion, 
missing the picture from the place which it

Ata recent meeting of the Orrell! Local 
Koard, near Wigan, in Lancashire, the élerk, 
in illustration of tke difficulties which beset 
the control of infection, mentioned a practice 
which exists in that district of mothers de- 
liberately cxposing their young children to 
the infection of scarlet fever and whooping 
cough, uoder the belief that it was better that 
the children should have the disezse while 
young. Ile designated the belief as 1 ‘*su- 
perstition.’’ We would rather term it a tra- 
dition, arising from the imperfectly under- 
stood results of experience. 

The practice described is by no means con- 
fined to the part of Lancashire under consid- 
eration. Our own knowledge ofitis some- 
what extensive, but the exposure, so far as we 
have met with it, has been invariably limited 
to the obviouslv mild cases of infectious dis- 
ease, and two elements entered into the prac: 
tice. First, there was the practically univer- 
gal belief that the infec s diseases of child- 
ren had to be undergone by every child, and 
the sooner they were gotever the better for 
the child, both astoits chance of recovery 
and its subsequent welfare; and, next, there 
was the belief that ifa child contracted the 
disease from a mild case it would have a mild 
attack, hence mild cases were selected to 
catch the disease from. 

In beth these elements there was a sub- 
stratum of truth, which long experience and 
common observation had shown, and whic 
was uncbecked by the more precise observa- 
tion of the medical man.

To-day is the seventieth anniversary of 
Mexican Independence. Or at least on 
this date seventy years ago the rebellion 
against Spain began at Parral in Chihua- 
hua. The first fight was not made against 
Spain but against the families of pure Oas- 
tilian blood, the Gachupines, who held all 
the offices and most of the property in the 
State. It was a _ rebellion against a 
home aristocracy and not against a foreign 
crown, a fact best proven by the circum- 
stance that, after the war was over, the 
Mexicans asked tor a Spanish prince to 
come and rule over them—a request which 
was refused. It was only then that Iturbide 
assumed imperial state. 
was not free until the plan of Ayutla was 
victorious, in 1855. Since then there has 
been a measure of half-way self-govern- 
ment which might be called independence, 
and which, with occasional interregnums 
and revolutions, empires and dictatorships, 
has lasted down to this year of grace 1880. 
Looking at Mexico in the light of history, 
there seems to be but little reason why the 
anniversary of the first raising of the revo- 
lutionary standard should be celebrated. 
The quasi-independence from which the 
country has suffered has been anything 
but a bjessing. An absolute monarchy, 
a despotism even, would have made a bet- 
ter government than the « unbridled 
anarchy of too much freedom. Nothing is

Americans have proven themsélves the 


Turks of America. They have squatted on 
the fairest portion of the continent and 
they are deteriorating at’ their leisure. 
Within the last few years the condi- 
tion of the Republic has improved, but it 
will take decades of steady good behavior 
to remove from the American mind the 
bad impression of its precedent anarchy.

It is gratifying to know that the bar- 
barous code duello has received a black eye 
in South Carolina—the very hot-bed of 
pistols and coffee.

LATE dispatches from Maine ntfake it ex- 
tremely doubtful whether the Fusionists 
have elected their candidate for Governor. 
Mr. Barnum telegraphs that the Republi- 
can managers, having rallied from their 
first surprise, have taken possession of the 
telegraph wires and have gone to work to 
doctor the returns from the remote dis- 
tricts. It is observed that the back planta- 
tions do not show the ratio of Republican 
loss that the districts accessible by tele- 
graph revealed on the morning of the 
election.

«caped being 4 fearful one, Wwe ry ae 
sailing for nine long days toward the setting 
sun. Long days to many of our six hundred 
passenger, that is, for sea-sickness has, 
perhaps, aD unusual hold upon those 
who are subject to its malign influ- 
ence, during this somewhat nasty trip, as 
our English possengers call it. There have 
heen but a couple of bright days among the 
nine, and not once has the sea taken on its 
most peaceful, mill-pond mood, which char- 
acterized it during so many days of our voy- 
age over. But neither have we had what 
sailors call rough weather. We have not had 
the decksclosed to us, with commands to 
stay in the saloons; nor yet, sofaras I have 
heard, has any one been thrown out of his 
berth, as sometimes happens. But it has 
been just rough enough to make poor Aappe- 
tites and gloom for the many, and big appe- 
tites and glorious fun for the few. 
just fancy bemg comfortably seated 
on deck in your lounging chair, your feet 
neatly tucked up im a rug, and a book in your 
hand, ready for use in that possible moment 
where the everlasting small talk of the ocean 
steamer shall wane. Round about are other 
comfortable individuals similarly arranged 
and equipped, while here and there are yet 
others who are more humbly located on the 
deck itself, possibly listening to poetry 
bummcd into tne bending ear. All is serene, 
the sky and sea are looking their best and the 
ship is roliing just enough to suggest the 
American rocking-chair, as you sway gently 
hack and forth, when suddenly, puff: 
comes the wind, and lurch goes the vessel,and 
down tothe railing of the sharply-inclined 
deck rolls and slides and tumbles the whole 
collection of animate and inanimate matter, 
while the exclamations of astonishment, 
shouts of laughter and smashing of stray plates 
and mugs from which invalids have beer par- 
tuking of weak nourishment complete the 
charm of a scene whichcan never be repro- 
duced on any other stage, and which one can 
only experience or observe by going to sea. 
Not the least comical feature of the enter- 
tainment are the “frantic scrambles 
made - by the gentlemen, in their 
vain attempts to rescue the ladies from the 
vseneral miscellany. 

Well, itis a charmingly delightful life, and 
these days on the ocean wave will- be never 
forgotten by your correspondent, who, not- 
withstanding her direful five minutes on the 
inglish Channel three weeks ago, has found. 
herself possessed of as vigorous 
a capacity for not missing a 
meal, for sleeping soundly, for promenadinzg 
the decks indetiniiely and for enjoying every 
jwoment of the voyage, as Was the case during 
the trip over, three months ago. We happy 
mortals who are not il! doiadeed have a glori- 
ous time at sea. Such amazing games of 
euchre aS We have played, seated flat on the 
deck at the stern of the vessel, on the lee side 
of the wheel-house (the prettv stewardass 
has just informed me that ‘‘lee side’ is the 
proper nautical term), with a shawl beneath 
us and another over our laps! Alas! that last 
game will probably never be finished; the 
score Will always stand at six for partner and 
myself to two for the weak side, with “three 
and’’ on the interrupted game.

A Heartless Swindle.

Barnett Woolbert, an old and industrious 
farmer, resides near Bassardsville, in Monroe 
county, Penn.

An Adventurous Voyage. 
From the New York Herald. 


The Berlin papers announce that at the be- 
ginning of October in the present year an 
ordinary sailing boat, well-known on the 
River Spree, will start from the Jannowitz 
Bridge for New York. The .route will be 
along the Spree, the Havel and the Elbe to 
Hamburg, thence to Liverpool and from 
Liverpool across the Atlantic, while the boat 
will return through the West Indian Archi- 
pelago to Lisbon, and thence direct to Ham- 
burg, the Elbe, Havel and Spree. Four 
months have been determined upon by the 
sanguine adventurers as a sufficient period 
for the daring voyage, which is for the first’ 
time to connect as sister ports the great cities 
of Berlin and New York. The first thought 
of the undertaking was due to a conversa- 
tion at a dinner of the Berlin Sailing 
Club, on the successful ocean voyage of two 
Englishmen or Americans in a boat of sixteen 
feet dn length. A Berlin banker, a leading 
member ef the club, ventured the opinion 
that no German would dure to undertake such 
a voyage. The manager of a great place of 
entertainment in Berlin, who was formerly 
the captain of a German transatlantic steam- 
er, propounded a wager that he would find 
German sailors and sportsmen who would not 
shrink fromthe attempt to journey all! the 
way from Berlin to America in a little Spree 
sailing boat. The wager was accepted by 
the banker, and the sum fixed at 6,000 marks, 
which is to be paid onthe day on which the 
boat lands its passengers, after the comple- 
tion of their voyage, at the Jannowitz Bridge. 
There seems to be no lack of volunteers for 
the extracrdinary adventure, and the Na- 
tional Zeitung states that a Naval Lieutenant 
and a Berlin journalist are accepted as two of 
the companions of this Prussian Odyssey. 
We are not yet informed as to the name of its 
Ulysses. 


: The Gentle and Pious Nun.

An appalling act ef cruelty is reported from 
Pontremoli,in Italy. It appears thata fe- 
male Jay servant employed inthe Carmelite 
convent of that name had been detected in 
the act of stealing some bread, the property 
of the sisterhood, and that for this offense she 
was tried about ten days ago, before an im- 
promptu tribunal consisting ofthe Abbess 
and two of the senior nuns. Pronounced 
guilty, the sentence passed upon her by these 
pious ladies condemned her to ‘tundergo the 
torments ofipurgatory.’’ At once self-constitu- 
ted judges and excutioners, the Abbess and 
ber reverend coadjutors proceeded forthwith 
to enforce their barborous sentence in the fol- 
lowing manner. Having conveyed their vic- 
tim to a cell in which an iron stove stood out 
from the wall, they caused the stove to be 
heatedin her presence, and then, tying her 
hands tightly together behind her back, held 
her face down for several minutes close to the 
surface of the glowing meta). Her strugyles 
and heartrending entreaties for mefcy were of 
no avail. The pitiless nuns, deafto her out- 
cries, protracted her martyrdom until her eyes 
had lost their sight forever and her whole face 
was converted into one huge blister. So pro- 
found wasthe horror generated throughout 
the sisterhood by this unheard-of torture that 
its perpetrators, despite cenventual discip- 
line, were denounced by several members of 
the community to the local authorities, who, 
after instituting a searching inquiry into the 
circumstances of the case, have consigned the 
Abbess and her confederate tormentors to 
er where they are uoWw awaiting their 
trial.

Rutger street. When completed the work 
will coat $6,00u. The Barton street dump has 
lope been in need of repairs, butfor want of 
appropriation the work could not be be- 
gun. It is ex thet the necessary ap- 
P riation will be made at the next session of 
he Municipal Assembly, in which event the 
repairs will be made. A new approach to the 
Harrison street dump has been built andis 
now in use. 

About November 1 Col. John G. Jopce, of 
the Harbor and Wharf Department,will be- 
gin an important survey with a view 
of locating Cabarat and Arsenal Islanda and 
of determining the changes in the channel b 
sounding the sandbars and surveying the ban 
lines. The last survey was made in 1868 by 
W..E. Merrill, U.S. Engineer, wno was se- 
cured by the city. -Col. Joyce assisted at this 
survey.

CHEAP RATES. 


What the Railreads Will Do for St. Lonis 
During Fair Week. 


en 


No More Five-Dollar Excursions 
to’Be Given. 


Ever since the encampment of the Knizhbts 
Templar at Chicago the people of St. Louis 
have been thorcughly dissatistied with what 
they have thought an unjust discrimination 
against them, 
annual Fair and the pageant of the 
Veiled Prophets, it was felt that these attrac- 
tions were amply sufficient to attract im- 
mense throngs to the city if the matter 
of transportation could be fixed on anything 
like a cheap basis. The Fair is acknowledged 


to be the leading one of the kind in the States, 
and the Prophets’ carnival is fully up tothe 
standard of anything of the kind ever attempt- 
ed inAmerica. With a week’s attraction of 
this kind, especiaily, as in the ease of Chica- 
go, a large portion of the crowd are 
attracted altogether by the cheap 
fare and the noveltv of witnessing a 
strange city. A meeting of the prominent 
merchants and business men ofthe city was 
held two weeks ogo, and asaresult of the de- 
liberations a committee of three was appoint- 
ed forthe purpose of securing the cheapest 
trarsportaiion possible. It was the expecta- 
meeting that excursions on the 
same plan as those to Chicago, with fare at 
#5 from sabout the same points, would 
be obtained. The committee consisted of 
Mr. Charles Green, President of the Fair 
Ground Association, Mr. BE. C. Simmons and 
Mr. Sam. Dodd. Afterwards Mr. A. A.Tal- 
mage, of the Missouri Pacific, and Mr. Joha 
C. Gault, General Manager of the Wabash, 
St. Louis and Pacific Railway, were added. 
The committee found that the railroads had 
positively cet their faces against any such ex- 
cursion as the one just mentioned. There was 
neither pleasure nor profit init for them. All 
the arrangements of the different roads were 
upset during the convention. The rolling 
stock was taxed far beyond its capacity. 
Fieigbt traffic was entirely suspended, and 
merchandise in vast quantities lay sandwiched 
in and side-tracked ier days throngh lack of 
means Of transportation, thus seriously in- 
commoding both the roads and the sbippers. 
The various trains, loaded far above what 
they «x. ought to be, were com- 
pelied to creep along at a_— snail- 
like pace, for the purpose of avoiding acei- 
dents which were almost inevitable. The 
merchants’ committee pressed the point that 
the favor shown to Chicago, should be du- 
plicated in the case cf this city, but the un- 
varying answer was that the 
roads had all given the $5 
excursions a fair, square trial 
apd that they would bave nothing more to do 
with them. Besides if the claimof St. Louis 
was granted, Cincinnati, Indianapolis and 
such point would have a perfect right to make 
the same demand and would as little like a 
negative answer. What the committee was 
particularly cesirous of was lighter 
fares from distant points, the rates near 
to home beizg already satisfactory. It was 
found impossible to obtain the § rates which 
were first demanded. ‘‘in fact,’? said Mr. 
Hargadine, of Crow, Hargadine & Co., ‘*it is 
impossible for the merchants to arrange this 
matter themselves. The fare to Chicago was 
secured bythe intervention of the Masonic 
orders, and would have been granted in no 
other way.’’ The cominittee, however, suc- 
ceeded in obtaining rates much cheaper than 
any that have been granted so far, 
and the arrangements, while not what 
were first expected, are nevertheless 
yeryiiberal, and will, when combined with 
the great attractions of the week, succeed in 
thronpging the town as it never was before. 
The following roads will sell round 
trip tickets to St. Louis for 
one fare from the points mentioned: 
The Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific Ruiil- 
way has agreed to sell round trip tickets for 
one fare from Kansas City, Council Bivuffs, 
Omaha and Ottumwa. The Chicago and 
Alton and the Omo and Mississippi 
Railways have made the same _ rates 
from Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville and In- 
disnapolis. The St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Nortbern will convey visitors on like terms 
from Burlington, Quincy, Keokuk and Han- 
nibal. The Iron Mountain and the Cairo Short 
Line have made the same arrangements 
in rezgard to Cairo, Memphis, Nushville, 
Houston, Austin, Toledo. Ail these roads 
will commence selling tickets at all the 
points mentioned above upon Friday, 
October Ist, and will continue selling upon 
Saturday and Sunday. The tickets will be 
good returning until Monday, October llth, 
inclusive. 
These rates seem to be satisfactory to the 
mercbants and business men generally, Mr. 
¢. C. Simmons, who was most enthustastic 
about the $5 fares, is satisfied after hearing 
the railroad side of the question, that 
the arrangement made is the best possidle. 
Said Mr. Simmons: “Under the libera! ar- 
rangement the roads wil! getall they are able 
to handle, and the crowds in attendance will 
be targely ineressed, without the danzer 
and disarrangement attending their previous 
excursions. The roads could vot manaze all 
they would get under the other arranzemen', 
and they have been periectladair to u-, while 
of course not wishing to take suck immense 
risks over aygain.’’
